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'"THE  PORTAGE  RAILWAY" 
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The  upper  Muskoka  Lakes  area  had  been  opened  up  for  colonization  in  the  late  18 


hundred's.  The  early  transportation  in  the  area  centred  around  the  lakes  and  rivers. 
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The  HUNTSVILLE  AND  LAKE  OF  BAYS  RAILWAY  SOCIETY  is  a charitable  organization  in- 
corporated in  September  1984  under  the  statutes  of  Ontario,  Canada. 

The  society  was  formed  to  construct  an  operating  tourist  railway  utilizing  steam 
locomotives  and  equipment  formerly  used  on  the  forty-two  inch  gauge  Huntsville  and 
Lake  of  Bays  Railway,  and  to  develop  a family  oriented  recreational  theme  park  cent- 
red around  this  railway.  To  understand  the  significance  of  this  railway  to  our  past 
and  to  our  future  we  must  go  back  to  the  turn  of  the  centry. 


and  it  was  inevitable  that  independant  steamboat  operations  would  develop.  By  1894  a 
fleet  of  steamboats  was  being  operated  between  Huntsville  on  the  railway  running 
from  Toronto  to  North  Bay,  and  Dorset  thirty  miles  away  on  the  Lake  of  Bays. 

The  height  of  land  which  separated  the  Lake  of  Bays  from  Peninsula  Lake  on  the 
Huntsville  side  was  too  rugged  for  the  construction  of  a canal  so  a one  mile  long 
railway  was  charted  to  provide  a link  between  the  two  lakes.  This  railway  was  con- 
structed in  1903-4  and  operated  as  part  of  the  navigational  company  under  the  name 
of  The  Huntsville  and  Lake  of  Bays  Railway. 

After  the  completion  of  the  railway  the  Upper  Muskoka  Lakes  area  started  to  de- 
velop as  a tourist  area.  Tourism  flourished  in  the  1920's  and  1930's.  Many  people  re- 
member such  names  as  Bigwin,  Britannia,  Deerhurst,  Grandview,  Point  Ideal,  Pow  Wow 
and  Wawa.  Some  of  these  resorts  are  still  active  today. 

The  development  of  the  road  system  in  the  area  after  World  War  II  and  the  in- 
crease in  private  cottages  reduced  the  importance  of  the  navigation  company.  The 
railway  and  navigation  company  continued  to  operate  as  a tourist  attraction  up  until 
1959.  In.  1961  the  rails  and  equipment  of  the  railway  were  sold  and  moved  to  Pina- 
fore Park  in  St.  Thomas  Ontario  where  they  remained  for  twenty  three  years.  Our  socie 
ty  returned  the  two  locomotives  to  Huntsville  in  October  1984  as  the  first  step  in 
our  undertaking  to  rebuild  part  of  our  past.

In  an  area  largely  dependent  on  tourist  oriented  activities  for  employment  and  income,  the 
addition  of  an  attraction  of  the  size  that  are  planned  will  be  of  major  benefit  to  the  comm- 
unity. It  will  encourage  people  already  in  the  area  to  stay  longer  and  it  will  bring  others 

to  the  area  who  might  not  otherwise  come. 

The  development  of  the  Oxtonque  River  Railway  Park,  with  I*  miles  of  track  following  the 
Oxtongue  River  plus  maintenance  facilities,  station  and  equipment  required  to  operation  of  | 
railroad,  picnic  grounds,  playgrounds,  nature  trails,  history  trails  and  other  low  cost  re- 
creational facilitees  hopefully  will  all  be  in  place  by  the  year  2,000,  which  is  the  centenn- 
ial of  the  incorporation  of  the  Huntsville  and  Lake  of  Bays  Railroad.

To  the  Editor  of  Bunyan's  Chips  and  IOWMC  members: 

I am  writing  to  air  a complaint  and  make  a proposal.  First  the  complaint.  I am  deeply 
disturded  by  the  cover  of  the  December  issue  of  Bunyan's  Chips.  I know  that  the  editor  is 
not  overwhelmed  with  articles  to  print  and  I'm  certain  that  many,  if  not  most  IOWMC  members 
are  Christian.  However,  the  IOWMC  is  a secular  organization,  a fraternity  of  collectors.  An 
articale  with  a religious  theme  has  no  place  on  the  cover  (or  anyplace  else)  of  our  month- 
ly newsletter. 

Many  of  our  members  print  Christmas  woods  and  share  them  and  collect  them.  Articles 
about  these  items  and  the  joy  of  the  holiday  season  are  entirely  appropriate,  but  the  art- 
icle in  the  Dec.  Chips  goes  far  beyond  the  bounds  of  wooden  nickel  collecting.  I hope  that 
in  the  future  our  editor  will  stop  to  think  about  non-christian  members  who  may  find  an 
.-tide  such  as  the  one  printed  in  the  Chips  disturbing. 

That  being  said,  I would  like  to  move  on  to  other  matters.  The  history  of  the  IOWMC  that 
we  recieved  several  months  ago  was  a nice  piece  of  work.  As  a member  of  this  organization 
since  the  1960's  (416)  I enjoyed  reading  it.  However,  it  left  out  one  of  the  less  appealing 
episodes  in  our  history  - the  split  that  led  to  the  formation  of  the  DWMC.  Now,  some  15  yrs. 
or  so  later,  I would  like  to  ask,  "Does  the  wooden  nickel  world  need  two  national  (contin- 
ental, international?)  organizations?)  organizations?  Are  there  really  that  many  of  us  with 
different  needs  that  we  need  an  IOWMC  and  a DWMC?" 

For  those  members  who  were  not  around  at  the  time,  let  me  briefly  state  that  Wendell  and 
Thelma  Morningstar,  founders  of  IOWMC  had  a falling  out  with  the  officers  and  Board  and  left 
to  form  the  DWMC.  It  was  never  100$  clear  to  me  why  this  happened,  so  I won't  belabor  it. 

My  point  now  is,  wdiy  does  this  split  need  to  continue?  Why  can't  we  unite  our  forces  for 
one,  stronger  organization? 

A case  in  point  is  the  error  collecting  fraternity.  Many  years  ago  there  was  CONE.  Then 
some  members  formed  NECA  and  they  existed  side-by-side  for  many  years.  Recently  they  buried 
the  hatchet  to  form  C0NECA.  Why  not  an  International  Organization  of  Dedicated  Wooden  Money 
Collectors  (I0DWMC)  ? 

I never  joined  DWMC  because  I mever  saw  the  need  for  another  national  organization  (and 
I obviously  still  don't),  so  I can't  make  this  proposal  to  them,  but  I know  that  many  people 
hold  dual  membership.  Does  anyone  agree  with  me?  Could  someone  pass  this  idea  along  to  DWMC?

Bourne  Whaling  Museum 

The  Bourne  Whaling  Museum  on  Johnnycake  Hill 
was  presented  to  the  Old  Dartmouth  Historical 
Society  by  Miss  Emily  H.  Bourne,  one  of  New 
Bedford's  greatest  whaling  merchants. 

The  museum,  which  was  built  exclusively  to 
house  whaling  artifacts  and  the  half-size  mod- 
el of  the  Lagoda,  was  dedicated  in  191 6. 


of  the  Temple  Toggle  Iron 

This  harpoon  was  one  of  the  most  significant  in- 
ventions in  the  history  of  whaling  and  was  used 
by  virtually  every  whaleman.  Temple,  a former 
slave,  had  learned  the  trade  of  blacksmithing  as 
a slave,  and  when  he  arrived  in  New  Bedford  in 
1829  he  found  work  almost  immediately  on  Coffin's 
Wharf  where  Frederick  Douglass  later  found  work 
as  a caulker.  After  working  here  for  a while, Tem- 
ple established  his  own  blacksmith  shop  at  3 Wal- 
nut Street.  In  1829  he  invented  the  Temple  toggle 
iron  which  was  subsequently  used  by  almost  all 
whalers.  Temple  died  in  1854  at  the  age  of  fifty- 
four  after  an  unfortunate  accident.

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"Buckey"  O’Neill  of  Prescott,  Arizona 

The  1990  wooden  dollar  that  announces  the 
Prescott  Coin  Club's  16th  annual  coin,  stamp, 
and  collectable  show  on  June  22-24  also  com- 
memorates the  130th  anniversary  of  the  birth 
of  Captain  William  Owen  "Buckey"  O'Neill, 
Prescott's  Spanish-American  War  hero. 

O'Neill  was  born  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri, 
in  I860  and  grew  up  in  Washington.  He  came  to 
Prescott  in  1881  to  be  court  reporter  for 
Judge  DeForest  Porter.  During  the  next  seven- 
teen years,  he  was  probate  judge  and  sheriff; 
reporter,  editor,  and  owner  of  a newspaper;  a mining  promoter;  and  mayor  of  Prescott.  He  earn- 
ed his  nickname  of  "Buckey"  from  his  enthusiasm  for  Faro,  which  was  called  "Bucking  the  Tiger'J 

According  to  "Captain  O'Neill  and  the  Arizona  Rough  Riders"  by  Sharlot  M.  Hall,  "It  is  said 
that  (O'Neill)  was  the  first  man  to  enlist  in  the  volunteer  service  when  the  Spanish-American 
War  opened.  His  comrad.  Colonel  James  M.  McClintoch,  says  that  the  idea  of  a cavalry  regiment 
made  up  of  western  men  originated  with  O'Neill  and  that  he  hoped  to  enlist  the  whole  regiment 
in  Arizona. ... (However , ) only  210  would  be  taken  from  Arizona. .. .The  regiment  which  the  AZ. 
men  joined  at  San  Antonio  was  known  officially  as  The  First  United  States  Volunteer  Cavalry... 
"Roosevelt's  Rough  Riders" ... .Every  record  tells  of  (O'Neill's)  devotion  to  duty,  of  his 
thought  for  his  men,  of  his  modesty  which  avoided  all  display  of  authority.  He  died  in  Cuba  in 
1898,  the  victim  of  a Spanish  sharp-shooter. 

The  equestrian  statue  , depicted  on  the  wood  (brn.)  stands  in  the  Courthouse  Plaza  in  Pres- 
cott, Arizona,  is  dedicated  to  all  the  Arizonans  who  died  in  Cuba  during  the  Spanish-American 
War,  but  it  is  also  an  idealized  portrait  of  Prescott's  own  hero:  "Buckey"  O'Neill.  It  was  de- 
signed by  solon  Borlgura  (brother  of  the  sculptor  of  Mount  Rushmore),  who  agreed  to  do  the  job 
for  whatever  money  the  town  could  raise  because  he  was  inspired  by  what  the  monument  repre- 
sented, and  it  was  recognized  at  the  time  of  its  unveiling  as  one  of  the  two  greatest  equest- 
rian statues  in,  the  world.

Herman  Krajewski  is  a collector,  gardener  and  a student  of 
Polish  History.  Born  in  Windsor  Locks,  CT.  in  1917.  He  has 
lived  in  Windsor  Locks,  West  Brookfield  and  Westfield,  MA.  and 
Rockville  CT.  Worked  in  textile  mills  and  machine  shop. 


He  joined  the  C.C.C.  in  1937  and  worked  in  a camp  in  Western,  CT.  An  interesting 
adventure  working  in  woods  and  on  roads  and  clearing  out  forest  areas.  Later  leaving 
this  service  he  wanted- to  see  the  United  States.  Visited  the  Eastern  States  and  sett- 
led down  for  two  years  in  Westminster,  MD.  and  worked  as  a shoe  repairman,  a trade  he 
had  learned  from  his  father  in  his  younger  years. 


At  age  21  he  returned  to  Rockville,  CT.  and  opened  up  his  own  shoe  repair  shop.  He 
worked  at  this  until  he  enlisted  in  the  U.S.  Army  knowing  he  would  be  drafted.  A visit 
to  the  Marti  Gras  came  first  though  April  came  fast  and  he  was  a serviceman  serving  at 
Camp  Edwards,  MA.  until  the  call  came  for  his  division  to  ship  out  to  the  Southwest 
Pacific.  The  first  stop  was  Brisbane  Australia,  then  on  to  Townsville,  Port  Moresby  and 
Miclone  Bay  and  New  Guinea.  Having  served  enough  time  overseas  he  was  shipped  back  to 
the  States  for  a rest. 


He  found  time  to  get  married  in  Oct.  1944  to  Louise  Dreker  of  Hays,  KS.  Rest  and 
recreation  over  he  was  sent  to  Camp  Hood,  TX.  and  soon  transfered  to  Fort  Sill,  OK. 
When  the  war  with  Germany  ended  he  was  sent  to  Fort  Dix,NJ.  to  receive  his  discharge. 


Home  in  Rockville  again,  he  opened  his  shoe  repair  business  and  a quit  life.  When 
a strike  occurred  at  the  local  textile  factories  in  1950  the  business  slowed  down  so  he 
decided  to  work  in  the  machine  shops.  Now  Herman  is  retired  and  enjoying  life  but  buis- 
ier  then  ever  at  his  hobbies  of  coin  and  wood  collecting  and  gardening.  While  working 
he  purchased  a small  farm  and  raised  rabbits  chickens.  In  his  small  garden  his  spec- 
ialty was  aspargus,  garlic  and  Jersusalem  artichohes  of  which  he  has  six  varieties.  He 
also  planted  fruit  and  nut  trees  and  berry  bushes. 


His  coin  collecting  pursuits  which  had  slowed  down  because  of  the  war,  picked  up 
overseas  with  additions  of  Australian  and  New  Guinea  coins  and  paper  money.  At  home 
again,  Lincoln  cents  and  other  U.S.  coins  came  next.  Then  coins  of  Canada  and  Great 
Britian,  tokens,  medals,  wooden  money  and  elongated  coins.

Recieved  a nice  letter  from  Leslie  Sally- 
in  answer  for  an  artical  about  himself.  I 
want  to  thank  him  for  writing  so  quickly. 

Leslie  is  married  and  he  and  his  wife 
used  to  live  in  Minnesota  until  1979.  Then 
they  moved  to  Colorado  to  be  near  their 
doughter  and  grandson  which  they  love  very 
much.  Being  proud  of  their  grandson  they 
wanted  to  see  him  grow  up.  As  grandpa  said 
he  and  his  grandson  are  very  close. 

Leslie  said  before  he  moved  to  Colorado  he  managed  a bowling  alley  and  then  managed  a 
glass  shop  in  CO.  until  he  retired  when  he  reached  62  years  of  age.  Now  to  spend  more 
time  with  his  grandson. 

He  used  to  collect  coins  in  the  early  60' s but  when  prices  went  up  to  high  he  slowed 
up.  I guess  we  all  slow  up  a little  or  collect  something  different  like  wooden  money. 
After  all  collecting  wood  is  really  a fun  hobby  for  the  young  and  old.  Now  he  tells  me 
he  has  about  10,000  or  more  woods  in  his  collection.  Leslie  was  also  into  Sambo  wood 
pretty  heavy  for  a few  years,  then  sold  many  of  them  to  a fellow  collector.

So  one  of  the  wood  collectors  has  some 
some  nice  wood  as  now  Sambo  woods  are  hard  to  get.  When  Sambos  gave  up  on  their  woods 
all  the  wood  they  had  were  distroyed  and  used  for  mulch.  Leslie  collects  guns  and  knives 
and  reports  he  has  some  nice  ones  in  his  collection.

Sound  of  the  Rain  Forest

Elepaio,  are  birds  that  sometimes  can  be  seen 
in  the  lower  rain  forest  and  high  elevations  on  the 
island  of  Hawaii,  Kauai,  and  Oahu.  They  make  up 
the  sixth  wooden  token  of  our  endangered  wildlife 
series.  Seen  by  hikers  they  are  recognized  by 
their  Imitated  sounds  for  which  they  got  their 
names.  ’"El-e-pai-o,"  is  there  whistling  call  in 
many  loud,  clear  variations.  These  birds  come  In 
different  varieties  of  colors,  light  redish  brown 
with  black,  white,  and  grays.  The  male  birds  have 
slight  black  patches  under  the  bill  on  the  throat. 
The  Elepaio  are  expert*  flycatcher  of  Insect,  which 
1 s the  I r main  diet. 


The  chosen  plant  on  the  reverse  of  the  wood  is 
the  Plumeria,  a Tropical  American  plant  adopted  to 
Hawaii.  They  come  In  various  colors  such  as  light 
pink,  dark  red,  white,  and  yellows.  Named  after  a 
French  botanist,  named  Charles  Plumier,  they  soon 
became  one  of  the  most  popular  Hawaiian  flower  leis 
because  they  are  very  common,  long  lasting,  and 
have  a very  fine  fragrance.  The  Plumeria  tree  has 
a very  bluntly  stiff  forking  branch  where  the 
flowers  appear  at  the  tip  of  the  branches.  The 
milk  of  the  Plumeria  Is  poisonous  and  belong  to  the 
Periwinkle  family  of  plants,  the  same  as  the 
01 eander.

Running  Down  A Whale 

Most  whalers  carried  three  or  four 
whaleboats . Each  whaleboat  had  a crew  of 
six  men,  four  oarsmen  plus  the  harpooner 
or  boatsteerer,  who  also  acted  as  an  oars- 
man, and  the  captain  or  one  of  the  mates 
as  the  headsman.  The  boat  held  the  har- 
poons and  lances  used  in  the  kill  and  two 
wooden  barrels  with  about  1 ,800  feet  of 
carefully  coiled  rope  between  them,  the 
end  of  which  was  attached  to  the  harpoon. 
Oars,  waifs,  boathooks,  spades,  a lantern 
keg,  a water  keg,  knives,  a hatchet,  and 
a compass  were  also  stowed  aboard  each 
whaleboat. 

Usually  the  sail  would  be  lowered  and 
the  mast  taken  down  before  the  strike  was 
made .

Woodn’t  You 
Like  to  Collect 
Something  Different? 

A Walk  in  the  Woods 

IN  THE  AUTUMN  of  1 984  I was  faced  with  a dilemma.  I had  com- 
pleted the  first  stages  of  coin  collecting  and  was  ready  for 
something  new.  I had  collected  modern  United  States  coins  by 
year  and  mintmark;  I had  foreign  coins  and  paper  money  from 
many  nations.  My  budget  could  not  accommodate  an  expansion 
into  rarer  coins  or  those  of  precious  metals.  In  the  rural  area  where  I lived, 
there  were  no  coin  clubs  nearby — not  even  coin  collectors.  There  seemed 
to  be  little  left  for  me  in  the  hobby,  and  for  the  first  time  ever,  numismatics 
appeared  difficult  and  dull.  Would  this  be  the  end  of  the  line? 

Luckily,  I had  just  become  a member  of  the  ANA,  and  thus  received 
The  Numismatist . At  times  I would  notice  “wooden  money’’  advertised  in 
the  Membership  News  section  for  several  different  coin  clubs,  but  I paid 
little  attention  to  these  items. 

In  October  1984  my  family  and  I attended  a popular  festival  in  a nearby 
town.  As  I walked  up  and  down  streets  full  of  flea  markets,  I came  to  a 
table  advertising  a local  antique  shop.  There  I saw  a bowl  filled  with 
wooden  nickels,  free  for  the  taking.  I picked  one  up,  saying  to  my  parents, 
“I  think  some  people  collect  these  things.’’  1 had  no  idea  then  what  that 
one  wooden  nickel  would  lead  to. 

In  January  1985  I purchased  woods  from  two  coin  clubs  advertised  in 
The  Numismatist.  I continued  to  acquire  woods  in  this  way  for  the  rest  of 
the  year,  adding  slowly  to  my  small  collection.  However,  I was  totally  ig- 
norant about  what  I was  doing. 

In  the  November  1985  issue  of  The  Numismatist  I noticed  a short  piece 
in  Membership  News  about  the  International  Organization  of  Wooden 
Money  Collectors  (IOWMC)-a  club  just  for  collectors  of  wooden

money!  1 was  not  alone  in  my  hobby.  I sent  for  the  wood  advertised  and 
got  information  on  membership.  Dues  were  a mere  S 5 per  year,  so  I 
joined.  This  is  how  1 met  Mrs.  Toni  Cichy,  the  IOWMC  secretary.  She 
was  one  of  the  people  who  helped  me  in  my  new  hobby. 

I must  mention  that  one  of  the  greatest  benefits  of  wood  collecting  is 
that  you  meet  so  many  friendly  and  helpful  people.  Mrs.  Cichy  was  the 
first  such  person  I met  (through  the  mail,  that  is),  the  second  was  Mrs. 
Ruby  Threlkeld. 

Immediately  after  joining  the  IOWMC,  I received  a copy  of  Timber 
Lines , the  newsletter  of  the  Dedicated  Wooden  Money  Collectors  I soon 
joined  it  also,  thus  starting  a correspondence  with  Mrs.  Threlkeld,  the 
DWMC  secretary. 

I should  also  mention  that  these  are  not  the  only  such  organizations  for 
wood  collectors.  I know  of  others  based  in  California,  New  York,  Ohio 
and  Canada,  and  I am  sure  there  are  even  more. 

But  what  is  wooden  money?  Wooden  money  (in  the  form  we  are  most 
familiar  with)  began  out  of  necessity.  In  19  31,  during  the  Depression,  the 
town  of  Tenino,  Washington,  was  faced  with  a severe  shortage  of  cur- 
rency. To  help  ease  the  emergency,  “scrip”  made  of  wood  was  issued  and 
used  for  trade.  Elsewhere,  the  idea  caught  on  quickly — not  for  use  in  trade, 
though,  but  for  souvenirs  and  advertising. 

Woods  come  in  several  forms.  There  are  rounds  (such  as  the  “wooden 
nickels"  we  are  all  familiar  with),  flats  (balsa  wood  shaped  like  dollar 
bills  or  post  cards),  and  “sticks"  (shaped  like  tongue  depressors  of  pop- 
sicle  sticks). 

There  are  also  different  ways  to  collect  woods.  “Official”  woods  are 
those  made  by  a group  appointed  to  run  a celebration.  For  instance,  a 
city’s  centennial  celebration  committee  issues  a wood  to  commemorate  the 
event.  But,  if  a coin  club  (or  any  unofficial  person  or  group,  for  that 
matter)  were  to  make  a wood  for  the  city’s  centennial,  it  would  be  called 
a “semi-official”  wood.  There  are  also  “advertising"  woods,  such  as  those 
issued  by  companies,  and  “personal”  woods  made  by  individuals  for  an- 
niversaries, births,  Christmas  or  other  occasions. 

Now,  think  about  your  own  situation.  Are  you  feeling  the  need  to 
branch  out  in  your  hobby?  If  so,  give  some  thought  to  wooden  money. 
I did,  and  it  has  given  me  five  years  of  pleasure,  as  well  as  having  enriched 
my  interest  in  numismatics.  Coin  collecting  is  no  longer  dull  and  uninter- 
esting, but  vivid  and  new.  Now  I know  that  there’s  more  to  my  hobby 
than  coins— there’s  wood!
